Paddlers did face muddy banks, and 
deforested views: trees had to be cut 
down to accommodate the relocation 
of the canal and berms, for flood 
control and life safety improvements. 
But, said Craig, “Most of the paddlers 
know it's a work in progress.”

completion of our program and to ensure the safety of the residents in your home, please ensure that all 
floor levels in your dwelling unit are equipped with an operable smoke alarm. Working smoke alarms 
provide early detection of fire and can give people the precious seconds needed to escape. 

Helpful Safety Tips 

■ If anyone in the household sleeps with the bedroom door closed, install an alarm inside their bedroom. 

• Never remove the batteries from smoke alarms. If nuisance alarms are a problem, try moving the alarm to 
another location or purchase an alarm with a “hush feature" that temporarily silences the alarm. 

• Replace smoke alarms every 10 years. 

• Test smoke alarms once a month and replace the batteries every year.

Old tires make dreams come true 


For a third year, the Ontario 
Automotive Recyclers Association 
(OARA) and Ontario Tire 
Stewardship are promoting a lire 
Collection event to raise money 
for the Sunshine Foundation of 
Canada - and once again, 400 Auto 
Wreckers in Holland Landing will be 
participating. 

The Sunshine Foundation makes 
dreams come true for children 
facing severe physical disabilities or 
life-threatening illnesses - and Tom 
Huehn, 400 Auto Wrecker, shares 
the experience that has made him 
passionate about the fundraiser: 

“On April 25,2012,1 had the 
opportunity to be on the plane to 
Disney World with81 children with 
chronic disease and disabilities. 

There was so much learned and 
experienced by all of us who were 
buddies to the children on the Dream 
Lift out of Ottawa. For me, the most 
important lesson learned was seeing 
beyond the disability. I have had 
very litde interaction with kids with 
disabilities or chronic disease. My 
family and friends have all been 
active and healthy. 

“Litde Jacob is a young boy 
struggling with muscular disease. 

He cannot walk. He gets around in 
a wheelchair. I had been goofing 
around with Jacob over the course 
of the afternoon at the hotel, and 
we knew each other by name. At the 
end of the evening meeting I was 
standing in the hall with a small 
group when Jacob was rolled out of 
the meeting room by his mom. Jacob 
said to me, Tom, do you want to see 
me dance? 

“We had been instructed in the 
meeting that YES was the word of 


the day, and there were no NOs. I 
said, sure - and with that, he flopped 
out of his chair onto the floor and 
proceeded to do a breakdancing 
routine that ended with Jacob 
standing on his head. I sure didn't 
see that coming! 

“I had the opportunity to spend a 
day with the most courageous kids 
there are, with the most dedicated 
care givers and volunteers... It just 
does not get better than that.” 

The Tire Collection event invites 
Ontarians to drop off as many used 
tires as they want for FREE, from 
May 25 to June 2, at any participating 
location across the province. All tire 
collection allowances associated 
with each tire collected will go to 
the Sunshine Foundation. Last year, 
the fundraiser helped generate over 
$123,000, to make dreams come true. 

To encourage participation in the 
2012 OARA Tire Take Back, there 
will be a Community Prize, of up 
to $15,000 worth of tire-derived 
products (e.g. recycled rubber mulch, 
playground surfacing, patio tiles 
and pavers) from OTS registered 
Recycled Product Manufacturers. The 
participating member that collects 
the most used tires from their area 
will get to designate a local, non-profit 
community project to receive the gift. 

This year, 400 Auto Wreckers is 
also accepting all kinds of batteries 
- hearing aid batteries, household 
batteries, power tool batteries, car 
and truck batteries. And again, all 
money raised from the collection will 
goto the Sunshine Foundation.

On May 13,1917, three shepherd 
children near Fatima, Portugal, 
saw a vision of the Virgin Mary. 

For the next 6 months, on the 13th 
day of each month, they continued 
to be visited by “Our Lady of the 
Rosary! Lucia dos Santos, and 
her cousins Francisco and Jacinta 
Marto, delivered messages of 
prayer, conversion and peace, that 
the Vatican has deemed “worthy of 
belief.” 

A celebration of Our Lady of 
Fatima was held in Bradford, 

May 12 and 13, with an evening 
Eucharist on Saturday, followed 
by a short candlelight procession 
on the streets around Holy Martyrs 
of Japan Catholic Church, and an 
afternoon Eucharist and larger 
procession on Sunday, May 13 - 
the actual date of the first vision. 
Services were presided over by 
Father Filipe Diniz of Portugal. 

Approximately 400 people 
participated in the parade, which 
briefly closed Barrie St. and part 
of Hofiand St. West to traffic - the 
largest parade of its kind held in 
Bradford. Participants came from 
across Ontario. 

In the evening, a dance and 
bazaar were held at the Portuguese 
Cultural Centre of Bradford.
